time knowing that stored butter is apt 
to have disagreeable flavors, the gov­ 
ernment at Washington has experi­ 
mented until now it is able to an­ 
nounce a means of really keeping but­ 
ter in cold storage in its natural stare. 
It 1ms found that some metals either 
caused or greatly accelerated flavors in 
butter 
The scientists of the dairy di­ 
vision of th** bureau of animal indus­ 
try reported that th*’ presence of a very 
small amount of iron iii cheese caused 
undesirable flavors to increase in in 
tensity during storage. These flavors 
were often designated by butter ex­ 
perts as “ metallic/* “oily” or “ fishy.” 
The Injurious effect of Iron was found 
by adding iron pi known quantities, 
varying 
from 
I 
to 500 parts to a 
million parti of cream. 
Tho butter 
made from such cream was compared 
with that made from cream where all 
precautions were taken to avoid any 
undue contact with iron during the 
whole process of buttermaking. 
The 
butter was stored at ti to IO degrees 
F., and the qualify of the butter was 
•cored by .experts at different times. 
In every instance w here the butter was 
I scored a few* days after making the 
samples to which Iron had been added 
•cored lower than the butter made 
from cr e a m which contained no iron. 
This held true in most cases on the 
second and third scoring, which o** 
curred at Intervals varying from 2»> 
I to IHT days. 
The most noticeable few 
ture was tile rapid development, of 
bad flavor in the butter containing the 
iron. 
When l.<c i the control ami the 
experimental butter be anie fishy it « 
was noticed that the control butter 
was the last to become so. 
Only a 
small proportion of the iron added to 
the cream was found In the butter, the 
remainder having been taken up by the 
buttermilk and water 
The Influence of copper on the flavor 
of blitter was studied in a similar man 
ner. and It was found that copper, 
even in small quantities, seemed to 
muse more marked changes of flavor 
in butter than did the Iron, with a de­ 
eded tendency toward a fishy flavor 
in storage. 
Two experiments showed 
the harmful 
effect of using poorly 
tinned pasteurizers, even though the 
cream (‘ame in contact with the cop­ 
per surface for only a few seconds, for, 
aside from this, all other conditions 
were exactly alike during the complete 
process of butter manufacture. 
The conclusion was that lf cream 
were kept in rusty cans or came In 
contact with iron or copper at any 
time during the process of buttermak- ; 
ing it might affect the flavor of storage 
butter,

ery will insure good storage butter, as 
buyers will hereafter lie able to check 
j their consignments and make note of 
I lie dairymen whose butter goes wrong

Freed of Its coincident pus infections, 
It might almost be callet! as benign a 
disease as chickenpox, so slight is the 
suffering aud so few are the deaths

“ lr has long been known that vac­ 
cine vt ti i* - ti bas been heated will cause 
a skin reaction, hut the experiments of 
Von Pfrquet and others now show that 
a sterile Jennerian vaccine will cause 
a skin reaction only In those already 
immunized to vaccinia, and this reac­ 
tion may be mistaken for a successful 
vaccination or ‘take.’ 
“ Tt bas also been found that if an 
unprotected person is vaccinated every 
day for eight days the several inocula­ 
tions are progressively more rapid in 
developing and all mature at the same 
tim** 
The significance of this phenom­ 
enon is not quite clear unless it indi­ 
cates a negative phase during which 
the s ys te m 
opposes 
less and less re­ 
sistance to the invading organism of 
vaccinia. 
“ As a side thought it was suggested 
that when calves are first immunized 
against pus. the vaccinia subsequently 
given to them produces no discovera­ 
ble suffering and so little inconven­ 
ience that the anti vivisection cranks 
have positively nothing to complain 
of.”

We have had 
some experience in gravel roads, and 
the be-i ones are made in this way; 
We locate the center of a well formed 
roadbed: then four feet each way from . 
renter we open out a gravel bed eight 
feet wide and twelve or fifteen incites 
deep, depending on the kind of soil. 
The roadbed is filled with coarse grav 
el mixed well with clay or earth and 
crude oil enough to make it a bed im­ 
pervious to moisture. 
This bed is well 
packed for all heavy freight. 
The sur 
face bed upon this should be of finer 
gravel about eight or ten inches deep 
and from the t enter each way should 
i>e from eight to ten feet, making a top 
b*sl from sixteen to twenty feet wide, 
with the edges well wrapped up with; 
earth. 
Then tie* whole is rolled down 
to suit the form of a good roadbed. I 
The oil bed being underneath, the sea-j 
sons will evaporate the oil and harden 
the tiner gravel sides of the road so as 
to make a tine driveway for coasting 
ami light traffic. 
Flint or limc-toue is the best.

ey is being thrown away by the use of 
sandstone as a roadbed because of the!
